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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port. 

The  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  01  the  Port  Health  Authority  as  defined  by  the  Order  constituting  the 
Authority  are  as  follows  : — 

“ All  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  landward  side  of  a straight  line  drawn 
from  the  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity  of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the 
waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea,  within  such  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creek*,  rivers, 
channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port  and  the  place  or 
places  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port 
under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases  issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes 
in  that  behalf,  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in 
pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed 
thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither.”

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

To  : 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Swansea  Port  Health  Authority. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945.  War  time  restrictions  having  been 
removed,  the  report  appears  unabbreviated  for  the  first  time  since  1939,  the  contents  being  in  the  form  and 
sequence  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

No  case  of  any  of  the  live  Convention  diseases  arose  during  the  year,  a matter  of  good  fortune 
considering  the  state  of  infection  that  exists  throughout  the  world. 

The  most  notable  Port  Health  event  in  1945  has  been  the  issue  of  the  Port  Health  Amendment 
Regulations,  1945.  These  Regulations  were  introdused  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  modification  of 
previous  Sanitary  Conventions  made  by  the  International  Sanitary  Convention  1944.  The  new  Regulations 
amend,  clarify  or  add  to'  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  1933  in  some  important  respects,  and  should 
strengthen  Port  Health  control.  Among  the  important  provisions  are  the  following  : — 

" If,  after  a declaration  has  been  made,”  in  another  port  in  Great  Britain  or  Northern  Ireland,  “ the 
ship  calls,  within  six  weeks  from  the  making  of  the  declaration,  at  a port  in  England  or  Wales,  the  master 
shail  report  on  arrival  to  the  customs  officer  or  officer  of  the  sanitary  authority,  whichever  first  boards  the 
ship,  every  case  of  illness  (being  a case  which,  if  he  were  making  a declaration  of  health,  he  would  be  required 
to  include  in  the  declaration)  which  has  occurred  on  the  ship  since  the  making  of  the  declaration  and  has 
not  already  been  reported.” 

" A ship  which,  having  during  the  previous  six  months  called  at  a foreign  port,  arrives  at  an  approved 
port  shall  be  deemed  to  have  arrived  from  a foreign  port  notwithstanding  that  it  may,  since  its  last  call  at 
a foreign  port,  have  called  at  a port  outside  England  and  Wales  other  than  a foreign  port.” 

The  procedure  for  dealing  with  smallpox  has  been  clarified. 

An  important  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Declaration  of»Heaith,  namely  : a master  is  now  required 
to  report  the  presence  of  any  sick  person  on  board  and  not  merely  cases  of  suspected  infectious  nature. 

The  following  staff  changes  occurred  : — 

Dr.  W.  W.  Hellyer,  part  time  Assistant  Port  Medical  Officer  at  Port  Talbot,  resigned  on  March  31st 
1945,  after  being  in  the  service  of  the  authority  for  30  years.  He  was  succeeded  on  April  1st  by  Dr.  H.  R. 
Frederick,  Port  Talbot. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Munday,  Inspector  at  Port  Talbot,  resigned  on  February  8th  1945,  upon  being  appointed 
as  Sanitary  Inspector  to  St.  Ives  Rural  District  Council.  He  was  succeeded  on  March  12th  1945,  by  Mr.  I.  J. 
Millership,  who,  prior  to  the  war,  had  been  a Sanitary  Inspector  at  Shanghai.

Mr.  M.  T.  Johns,  part  time  Inspector  for  Neath  district,  died  on  February  8th  1945.  He  had  been  in 
the  service  of  the  Authority  for  26  years.  It  was  decided  not  to  appoiat  a successor,  but  to  arrange  for  the 
area  to  be  served  by  the  Port  Talbot  Inspector. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Authority  for  their  help  and  support,  the  Officers 
of  H.M.  Customs,  the  Dock  Officials,  the  Pilots  and  the  Officers  of  the  South  Wales  Fisheries,  for  their 
co-operation,  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Staff  of  the  Authority,  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  work 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority.

A regular  service  of 
tank  steamers  of  8,000  to  12,000  tons  capacity  brings  the  crude  oil  from  Abadan  in  Iran.  Oil  also  comes  from 
the  American  oil  fields. 


Fish  Trade. 

The  Consolidated  Fisheries  Limited  of  Grimsby,  has  a base  here  with  a fleet  of  modern  deep  sea 
trawlers.  The  chief  fishing  grounds  are  off  the  west  coast  of  Ireland.  There  is  an  ice  factory  in  connection 
with  the  industry.  The  Company  also  has  a fish  meal  factory  at  the  Queen’s  Dock,  where  condemned  or 
unsold  fish  and  fish  offal  are  converted  into  fish  meal  and  manure. 

III.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

(/) — Source  of  supply  for  {a)  the  port  ( b ) shipping. 

(a)  The  Swansea,  Neath  and  Briton  Ferry  Docks  derive  their  water  from  the  respective  municipal 
supplies. . 

The  Port  Talbot  Docks  are  suppl.ed  flora  two  sources,  viz.: — 

The  Municipal  supply  and  that  from  the  Cwrnbrombil  Reservoir,  the  latter  being  under  the  control 
of  the  G.W.R.  * 

All  the  water  from  the  above  mentioned  sources  is  chlorinated.

The  bacteriological  reports  have  all  come  within  Class  I (Highly  Satisfactory)  ®f  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Report  No.  71,  The  Bacteriologial  examination  of  water. 

(b)  All  shipping  is  supplied  from  the  above  mentioned  sources. 

(2)  Hydrants  and  hosepipes.  What  precautions  are  taken  against  contamination  ? 

Water  mains  are  laid  throughout  all  the  areas  of  the  respective  ports.  Hydrants  are  placed  conveniently 

for  the  supplying  of  vessels. 

Hosepipes  are  carried  to  the  hydrants  on  trucks  and  when  not  in  use  are  stored  in  locked 
receptacles. 
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(3) — Number  oj  water  boats  and  their  sanitary  condition. 

No  water  boats  are  used  in  any  of  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority. 

Samples  of  Water— Ships’  Tanks. 

Three  samples  of  drinking  water  taken  from  ships’  tanks  were  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist  for  examin- 
ation : 2 were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  1 heavily  charged  with  bacteria.  In  each  case  the  tanks  were 
cleansed  and  refilled  with  fresh  water  from  the  Swansea  Municipal  Supply. 


IV.  PORT  HEALTH  REGULATIONS,  1933—45. 

(/) — Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Declarations  of  Health. 

Supplies  of  Declaration  of  Health  forms  are  maint«ained  in  the  Pilot  Stations  and  Custom  Houses  at 
Swansea  and  Port  Talbot,  also  at  the  Customs  and  Port  Health  Boarding  Stations. 

The  Declaration  of  Health  forms  are  handed  to  the  masters  of  vessels  by  the  Pilots  when  boarding, 
and  are  collected  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  or  the  Customs  Officer,  whoever  boards  first.  When  a vessel 
is  cleared  by  a Port  Medical  Officer  or  a Port  Sanitary  Inspector,  a certificate  to  this  effect  is  left  on  board  foi 
the  Customs  Officer. 


(2) — Boarding  of  vessels  on  arrival. 

In  Swansea  there  is  a Sanitary  Inspector  on  tidal  duty  who  boards  all  vessels  on  arrival  and  collects 
the  Declarations  of  Health.  In  Port  Talbot,  Neath  and  Briton  Ferry,  for  which  area  there  is  only  one 
Inspector,  the  duty  of  boarding  and  collecting  the  Declarations  of  Health  is  shared  with  the  Customs  Officers, 
who  communicate  as  soon  as  possible  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  if  the  latter  is  off  duty  at  the  time  of 
arrival  of  the  vessels. 

Any  vessel  reporting  sickness  on  board  is  detained  until  declared  clear  by  a Medical  Officer,  who  visits 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  arrival  of  the  ship.  All  vessels  from  Asia,  Africa,  Mediterranean  Ports,  Spain, 
Germany,  Russia  and  the  Eastern  Littoral  ©f  the  Baltic,  are  at  present  visited  en  arrival  by  a Medical  Officer. 


• i 

(3) — -Notification  to  the  Authority  of  inward  vessels  requiring  special  attention  ( wireless  message,  land  signal 
stations,  information  from  pilots,  Customs  Officers,  etc.). 

The  pre-war  practice  is  not  in  operation  and  there  is  no  systematic  notification  of  vessels  or  trans- 
mission of  information. 
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(4) — Mooring  Stations  designated  under  Article  10  : (a)  within  the  docks  , (h)  outside  the  docks. 

SWANSEA. 

(a)  — Inner  Mooring  Stations.  The  ship's  ordinary  place  of  mooring,  loading,  or  discharging,  for 
ships  unhealthy  by  reason  of  other  than  the  five  major  diseases. 

As  a special  Mooring  Station  inside  the  docks.  A fixed  buoy  in  the  Queen’s  Dock  (for  use  as  and 
when  directed  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health). 

( b )  — Outer  Mooring  Stations.  For  vessels  unhealthy  under  Article  12  (1)  : — 

(1)  The  jetty  at  entrance  to  the  King’s  Dock  Basin,  for  vessels  bound  to  King’s,  Queen’s  or 

Prince  of  Wales  Docks. 

(2)  The  jetty  at  entrance  to  South  Dock  for  vessels  bound  to  tlie  South  Dock. 

(3)  The  jetty  at  entrance  to  North  Dock  for  vessels  bound  to  North  Dock  or  River. 

As  an  additional  Mooring  Station  outside  the  Docks  (for  use  in  any  case  as  directed  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer)— The  Mumbles  Anchorage. 

PORT  TALBOT. 

(a) — Inner  Mooring  Stations.  The  harbour,  or  the  ship’s  ordinary  place  of  mooring,  discharge  or 
loading  or  the  nearest  available  buoy. 


BRITON  FERRY  AND  NEATH. 

(a)  — Inner  Mooring  Stations.  The  River  Neath  from  its  mouth  to  Neath,  or  the  ship's  ordinary 

place  of  mooring,  discharge  or  loading  or  the  nearest  available  buoy. 

PORT  TALBOT,  BRITON  FERRY  AND  NEATH. 

( b )  — As  an  additional  Mooring  Station  outside  the  Docks  (for  use  in  any  case  as  directed  by  the 

Port  Medical  Officer)— The  Mumbles  Anchorage. 

It  is  intended  that  all  ships  unhealthy  under  Article  14  (1)  or  suspected  by  reason  of  the  fiv* 
major  diseases  unless  already  exempted,  shall  in  the  first  instance  be  dealt  with  at  the  appropriate  outer 
mooring  stations  and  that  the  Port  Medical  Officer  will  after  his  examination,  allow  the  ship  to  proceed  to 
^ irs  inner  mooring  station  (the  place  of  loading,  discharging,  etc.)  or  direct  its  removal  to  the  special  buoy  in 

the  Queen’s  Dock  or  to  the  Mumbles  Anchorage, 

In  the  case  of  a ship  bound  to  the  Swansea  Port  Health  District,  in  respect  of  which  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  is  informed  by  wireless  that  the  ship  is  definitely  infected  by  one  of  the  five  major  diseases,  the 
Medical  Officer  will  issue  instructions  that  such  ship  shall  proceed  to  the  Mumbles  Roads  Anchorage  forthwith, 
to  await  inspection  and  clearance  by  him.

(5) — Particulars  of  any  standing  exemptions  from  the  provisions  of  Article  14. 

There  are  no  exemptions. 


(6)  — Experience  of  working  of  Article  16. 

There  is  little  or  no  co-operation  from  the  masters  with  respect  to  this  section.  Generally  no  pre- 
cautions are  taken  to  prevent  unauthorised  boarding.  We  readily  meet  all  legitimate  claims  to  board  by 
granting  permission  on  receipt  of  name  and  address  of  the  intending  boarder.  Cases  of  unauthorised  boarding 
have  been  reported  to  the  Clerk  who  has  sent  warning  letters.  Unauthorised  boarding,  however,  still  persists. 

(7)  — What,  if  any,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  : 

{a) — Premises  and  zvaiting  rooms  for  medicai  examination. 

SWANSEA — Waiting  rooms  for  medical  examination  are  provided  at  the  Authority’s  Boarding  Station 
at  the  King’s  Dock  lock,  and  also  at  the  Central  Office,  the  former  being  conveniently  situated  for  arrivals  in 
the  King's,  Queen’s,  and  Prince  of  Wales  Docks,  and  the  latter  for  arrivals  in  the  South  Dock  and  the  River. 

PORT  TALBOT — Similar  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  lock  entrance. 

(b) — Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons  and  clothing  and  other  articles. 

The  cleansing  of  ships  is  carried  out  on  the  instructions  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspectors,  who 
undertake  the  disinfection  of  infected  quarters  by  fumigation  with  “ Formalin.”  Bedding,  clothing,  etc  , 
which  requires  disinfection  is  removed  to  the  disinfecting  station  at  the  Swansea  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam 
disinfection.  Disinfestation  for  bugs,  rats,  etc.,  is  done  by  approved  contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Port  Health  Inspectors.  The  Swansea  Corporation  is  one  of  the  contractors,  and  has  undertaken  most  of  the 
disinfestation  work  done  by  Cyanide  fumigation. 

The  cleansing  and  disinfestation  of  persons  and  their  clothing  is  carried  out  at  the  Swansea  Social 
Welfare  Institution,  or  at  the  cleansing  station  provided  by  the  Swansea  Corporation  at  Trinity  Place. 


(c) — Premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  persons  for  whom  such  accommodation  is  required  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Regulations. 

Apart  from  Hospitals  and  the  Swansea  Social  Welfare  Institution,  there  is  no  accommodation  other 
than  that  provided  by  the  hotels  and  lodging  houses  of  the  district. 


(d) — Hospital  accommodation  available  for  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  Smallpox  and  other  infectious  diseases. 

Accommodation  is  available  at  the  Swansea  Isolation  Hospital  and  at  the  Swansea  Smallpox 
Hospital. 


( e ) — Ambulance  Transport. 


The  Swansea  Corporation  maintains  a general  ambulance  service  which  is  available  to  remove  cases 
from  the  Swansea  Docks  area,  and  there  is  also  an  ambulance  service  in  connection  with  the  Swansea  Isolation 
and  Smallpox  Hospitals,  which  undertakes  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  from  the  area  of  the  Port  Health 
Authority.  There  is  no  general  ambulance  service  for  the  area  of  Port  Talbot,  Neath  and  Briton  Ferry 
Docks. 

An  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  Port  Talbot  General  Hospital  to  serve  subscribers  to  the  Hospital. 
This  ambulance  does  remove  cases  from  ships  though  not  provided  or  intended  for  that  purpose. 


(/) — Supervision  of  Contacts. 

Contacts,  if  remaining  on  the  ship,  are  kept  under  daily  observation  by  an  Inspector.  If  allowed  to 
leave  the  ^hip  and  go  home,  notification  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  to  which  the 
contacts  are  proceeding.  Any  suspicious  cases  are  removed  to  hospital  for  observation. 


(8)  - Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination  of  rats  for  plague. 
and 

(9)  — Arrangements  for  other  bacteriological  or  pathological  examinations. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea  (Dr.  A.  F.  S.  Sladden)  for 
these  examinations. 


( / 0) — Arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  disease  among  sailors  under  international 
arrangements. 

A clinic  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  among  sailors  in  Swansea  and  all  ports  in  the  Counties 
of  Carmarthen,  Pembroke  and  Cardigan  is  maintained  at  tiie  Swansea  General  and  Eye  Hospital  by  the 
local  authorities  of  the  areas  mentioned. 

The  ports  of  Port  Talbot  and  Neath  are  served  by  the  clinic  maintained  at  Port  Talbot  by  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Masters  of  vessels  are  notified  on  arrival  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  facilities  at  the  above 
mentioned  Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  and  leaflets  giving  information  regarding  the 
dangers  of  these  diseases  and  the  facilities  for  treatment  are  supplied  to  the  crews  by  the  Inspectors.  It  is  also 
pointed  out  that  the  facilities  are  free  for  all  nationalities.

V—  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS. 

(I) — Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  (a)  In  ships  in  the  port  ; (b)  On  quays"'  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  in 

the  vicinity  of  the  port. 

Inquiries  are  made  as  to  mortality  amongst  rats  on  board  ships. 

Vessels,  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  are  systematically  searched  for  rats  ©r  their  traces.

Rats  captured  on  vessels  are  examined  by  Inspectors  before  cremation,  and  specimens  are  selected 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

Similar  measures  are  adopted  when  dealing  with  rats  caught  on  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  port. 


(2)  — Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  cf  rats  between  ships  and  the  shore. 

Except  as  required  in  section  25  and  in  the  4th  schedule  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933,  or 
in  the  presence  of  heavy  rat  infestation,  no  special  precautions  are  taken.  The  matter  presents  some  difficulty 
and  appears  to  call  for  general  consideration. 

(3)  — Methods  of  deratisation  of  (a)  Ships  ; (/;)  Premises  in  the  vicinity  of  docks  or  quays. 

(a)  By  fumigation  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  or  Sulphur  Dioxide. 

(. b ) The  Great  Western  Railway  Company  and  Messrs.  Weavers’s  Limited,  (Flour  Mills)  maintain 
xat  catchers. 


(4)  — Measures  taken  for  the  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  ships  and  on  shore. 

The  Port  Health  rat  searcher  carries  out  continual  inspection  and  diagnostic  trapping  on  ships  and 
on  shore. 

(5)  — Rat-proofing. 

(a)  To  what  extent  are  docks,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  rat  proof  ? 

Most  of  the  warehouses  and  transit  sheds  have  been  rendered  rat-proof  by  the  abolition  of  wood  work 
and  the  provision  of  concrete  floors. 


(/;)  Action  taken  to  extend  rat-proofing.  ( / ) in  ships  ; (2)  on  shore. 

(1)  When  ships  are  examined  for  rat  infestation  or  for  fumigation  purposes,  any  signs  of  harbourage, 
runs,  access  to  stores,  peaks,  etc.,  are  sought.  When  harbourage  such  as  pipe  casings,  sheathings,  wooden 
floors,  dunnage,  etc.,  is  found  to  exist,  the  master  or  owners  are  advised  as  to  any  improvements  which  are 
practicable  to  diminish  or  eliminate  it. 

(2)  On  shore,  recently  c®nstructed  warehouses  are  designed  to  reduce  harbourage  to  a minimum, 
and  when  the  reconstruction  of  the  older  types  of  warehouse  has  taken  place,  similar  rat-proofing  has  been 
carried  out.

Fumigation  of . Vessels. 

The  Swansea  County  Borough  has  continued  to  act  as  a contractor  for  the  Cyanide  fumigation  of 
vessels.  This  work  by  direct  administration  has  given  every  satisfaction.  The  Zyklon  method  is  the  one 
adopted. 

A total  of  64  vessels  were  subjected  to  fumigation.  63  were  fumigated  by  the  Swansea  Corporation 
Health  Department  for  rats,  mice,  bugs,  cockroaches,  ants,  fleas,  moths,  spider  beetles  and  weevils.  One  was 
fumigated  by  a private  contractor  for  rats  and  cockroaches.

At  the  fish  market  127,750  cwts.  of  mixed  fish,  chiefly  from  the  fishing  grounds  off  the  Irish  Coast 
were  landed.  All  fish  is  inspected  at  the  time  of  landing.  Condemned  or  unsold  fish  and  fish  offal  is  removed 
daily  to  the  fish  meal  factory  to  be  converted  into  fish  manure,  etc. 

Other  foods  inspected  were  grain,  cereals,  sugar,  potatoes,  lard,  canned  and  preserved  foods.  All 
were  found  in  good  condition,  except  small  quantities  damaged  by  sea  or  other  causes.  All  unsound  food 
withheld  from  human  consumption  was,  with  a few  exceptions,  disposed  of  locally.  When  sent  to  another 
district,  the  consent  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  receiving  district  was  first  obtained. 

No  milk,  to  which  the  above  regulations  apply,  was  imported.

No  oyster  landings  were  made  within  the  area  of  the  Authority  during  the  year  and  no  oyster 
dredgers  were  licensed  by  the  South  Wales  Sea  Fisheries  Committee. 

Cockles  are  to  be  obtained  in  Swansea  Bay  but  the  beds  are  not  worked  as  an  industry.  The  Fisheries 
Committee  sows  cockles  in  the  Bay  to  encourage  fish  to  come  in  to  feed. 

There  is  no  shell-fish  cleansing  plant  in  the  area.
